The next text, | Cor. ix. 15, Have we not power 
io lead about a wife, a sister, &&.? Mr. Ward ob- 
jects to the term wife, because the Romish church 
goes not allow her priests to marry; hence the Ro- 
inish translation is, ‘ have not we power (we priests) 
to lead about a woman, @ sister” &e.? ‘The objec- 
(ion here is laughable. We should naturally sup- 
pose, that if the sacred character of their priests ren- 
dered it unlawful for them to marry, that it would 
likewise Le unlawful to /ead wosmen here and there; 
if they must not marry a woman, why Would they 
fead a woman? It appears to be more congenial to 
the law of propriety, to marry a wo.ian, which is said 
to be honorable, than to Jead about wouren, with 
whom there is no lawful or honorable connection : 
and, if the Romish priests may not marry, | tink 
they would do well to let women lead themselves.— 
But we will examine this great fault (as M. Ward 
calls it) of the protestant translation. The Greck 
word, which is rendered wife by Protestants, and 
woman by the Papists, is gunee; which is used, in- 
variably, throughout the New Testament, for woman 
when she is spoken of by herself, and as distinct from 
inan; but is always iexdered wife when marriage 
between a man and woman is understood. ‘Thus 
1 Cor. vii. 2,3, 4. Let every man have his own (gu- 
nee) wife, and let every (gunee) woman have her 
own husband. Let the husband render unto the 
(runee) wife due benovolence ; and, likewise also, 
the (gunce) wife unto her husband. So Rev. xix. 7. 
The church, (which isthe Lamb's wife) is from gunee. 
‘+ And his (gunec) wife hath made herself ready.” So 
Rev. xvii. 3, 4, 5, &c. Tsaw a woman (eunce) sitting 
on ascarlet colored beast, &e. In fine, gunee isthe 
“Neek word for woman and for wife, through the 
New Testament; and 1 am prepared to say, that 
rendeing it wife, respeeting a woman who is marri- 
cd, isnot only doing justice as to its true significa- 
tion, but also for the sake of distinction. As the 
Roraish priests are prohibited living with any wornan, 
save some near relative, such as a mother, a sister, 
&e. which Greek words are meteer, adelphee, Xe. 
i wish toknow how they can lead abuut (gunee) a 
woman, whe must either be a wife, or eue not rela- 
ted at all, contrary to the prohibition; for in leading 
about a relative with whom they may live, it would 
read, we lead about metecr, 2 mother, adelphee, a 
sister; butwhen it is said, we may lead about gunee, 
a woman, if must mean either a wife or a woman not 
related, which to them is unlawfal. Hence their 
translation, that they may Icad about a woinan, 
is as contrary to their law, as it would be to lead about 
a wife; for they may not hold covverse with apy ex- 
cept it be their mother or sister, meteer kai adel- 
phee. s 

Thus Mr. Ward, in endeavoring to prove that our 
translation, in this cuse, is wrong, has exposed the 
practice of (he Romish Clergy in leading about wo- 
men, who by their law are prohibited. ‘+ Tie Coun- 
cil uf Nice ordained, that it should be untawfu! fora 
bishop, priest or deacon, or any person in orders, to 
have 2 weman live with thesa, except a rnother, a 
sister or cunt, or such persoms as are void of suspi- 


cion.” If the Romamists act consistently with the 
law of this Council, we shall expect to hear no more 
of leading about women. 

The next text, Mat. ili. 2. Repent ye for the king- 
dem of heaven is at haad. Luke iit. 3. Preaching 
the baptism of repentance. Luke iii. 8. Fruits wor- 
thy of repentance. Mr. Ward says repentanee in 
all these instances aud many otbers, is rendered pen- 
ance in the Popish bibles, and hence concludes that 
the protestant translation is erroneous. We remark, 
that penance being an external act of afflicting the 
body, cannot, in point of virtue, compare with re- 
pentance, which is an internal exercise of godly sor- 
row for sin. Penance may be performed as an out- 
ward act, without any sorrow of heart for sin: a man 
may do penance, may tear hits flesh, and afflict his bo- 
dy, while he is perfectly in love with sin; but repent- 
ance is that exercise of heari toward sin, which a- 
mounts to a compliance with our duty, and ends in 
substantial peace. I hence conclude, that repent- 
ance is the best translation. 

The vext text, Luke i. 28. Hail, full of grace, 
says the Romish bible. Hail, thou, that art highly 
favored, says the protestant bible. If Mr. Waid, or 
any other Popish writer, could show a difference be- 
tween grace and favor, here might be some room for 
debate; but grace is favor, and favor is grace: they 
are used to signify the same thing. Thus it was 
common fora man to say tothe king, * if I have 
found grace in thy sight”—meaning if I have found 
favor with thee, or in thy sight. [therefore sce no 
cause of dissention here. Let Mr. Ward be satisfi- 
ed with the term grace. I have no objection. But 
if Mr. Ward supposes the weight of difference to res 
on the term full, full of grace, I should remark, thatt 
the church of Rome have always erred greatly, (in 
my opinion) in judging of persons and things; and 
the error tends greatly to idolatry. Peter must be 
counted greater than the other apostles, and Mary 
must possess more grace than any other person. She 
must be called holy Virgin, mother of God, &c. The 
cross of wood on which our Saviour was crucified, 
must be accounted holy, with innumerable other in - 
stances of venerated material objects, such as ima- 
ges of Christ, the apostles, &c. to whom undue hon- 
or must be paid. Mary was, no doubt, blest with a 
great degree of grace, and was distinguished greatly 
by being the mother of the Messiah; but she, with 
all other human creatures, no doubt, had her imper- 
fections, though she had great grace and was highly 
favored. 1 wish that Popes and their admirers, who 
wish to idolize Mary, would consider how Christ 
spoke of her. One said to him, behold thy mother 
and thy brethrem stand without, desiring to see thee. 
Put he answered and said unto him that told him, who 
is my mother? and who are my brethren? And he 
stretched forth his hand towards his disciples, and 
said, beliold my mother and my brethren! For who- 
soever shall do the willof my Father, which is in 
heaven, the same is my brother, and sister, and mo- 
ther. Mat. xii. 47, 48,49, 50. Here isno commen- 
dation of Mary, beyond that of any one that does the 
will ef his heavenly Father. Indeed Mary, here, is 





 peither praised nor dispraised; but others, equally 
vith Mary, are brothers and sisters and mothers, if 
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they do the willof Ged. To call Mary the mothe: 
of God, or Christ’s divine mother, as the Papists uni- 
versa'ly do, and as some protestants have done; is 
no proof of her perfect sanctification ; but shews the 
partiality, and even idolatry, of those who pay this 
undue respect to her. The protestant expression, 
‘hail, thou, that art highly favored,” is, in my opip- 
ion, to be preferred. 

The next text, Mat. i. 25. And he called his name 
Jesus, savs our translation. And called his name 
Jesus, says‘the Romish translation. The difference 


between these translations is this : ours says that he: 
(Joseph) called his name Jesus ; theirs intimates that | 
ehe (Mary) called his name Jesus, because the two | 
verbs (brought forth and called) are connected to- | 


gether. She brought forth her first born son, and 
called his name Jesus. J} acknowledge that the Po- 
pish translation here is to be preferred. 

The next text, Gen. iit 15. It shall bruise thy 

head; the Protestant bible. She shall bruise thy 
head, Romish bible. I grant that this was said to 
the serpent, and it was spoken in reference to the 
woman and her 3ced, so far as enmity is considered ; 
I will put enmity between thee and the woman, and 
between thy seed and her seed. Now which is to 
bruise the serpent’s head, the woman or her seed ? 
Not the woman, but her seed. Seed being the ante- 
cedent, and being neuter, requires the relative to be 
neuter; therefore it, the reiative to seed, is proper, 
and is the best translation. Jt shall brutse thy head. 
The next text, Heb. xi, 21. And worshipped lean- 
ing on the top of his staff, protestant bible. And a- 
dored the top of his staff, says the Popish bible. i 
have no hesitancy here in giving the preference to 
the protestant bible; fcr adoring a staff, whether top 
or bottom, is only a species of that image worship, 
which the church of Rome are so fond of paying to 
images, relics, places, saints, &e. &c. Jacob worship- 
ped God epi to acron tes rabdou autou, i. e. on or 
leaning on his staff. 

The next text, Psa. xeviii. 5. Worship at his foot- 

stool, fur he is holy—protestant bible. Adore ye the 
footstool of his feet, for it is holy—popish bible. It 
is granted that places and things are, in many in- 
stances, said to be holy. Moses was required, at the 
burning bush, to pluck off his shoes, because the 
place where he stood was holy. The temple and its 
utensils were said to be holy. But where are the 
scriptures and reasons for worshipping them? The 
holiness of places and things are to be accounted so 
only in a relative view. Therefore the only object 
of adoration is God himself. The protestant bible is 
therefore, in this fext. to be preferred. 

The next text, Acts xix. 35. ‘Phe image, which 
fell down from Jupiter—protestant bible. Japiier’s 
Child—Popish bible. In order to disgrace Popish 
images as much as possiqle, the protestant translators 
have, in many places, used the word image without 
any warrant. The image of Baal is substituted for 
Baal himself. In this text I can see nothing for im- 
age of Jupiter; nor can I for Jupiter's child. The 
Ephesians worshipped the great Diana and Jupiter. 
I see no more reason for translating image of Jupiter, 
than image of great Diana. The fact seems to be 
that the Ephesians were worshippers both of Diana 
and Jupiter. ‘trave, by protestants, is used gener- 
ally, instead of hell, which the Romish clergy use in 
Acts ii. 27. Gen. xxxvii. 35. Gen. xi. ii. 38. Gen. 
xi. iv. 31. 1 Kingsii.6,9. The protestant trausla- 
tion of grave, is to be preferred. 

Mr. Ward, it seems, never considered that the Po- 
pish translation (hell) in Hosea xiii. 14, and 1 Cor- 
xv. 55, would overthrow endless damnation. O hell 
I will be thy destruction! O hell where is thy vic-

In 
fine, the undoing of the Romish church, and the rea- 
son why so great a part of (be chrisuan world piotes- 
ted against her, was her corrupt explanation of ihe 
scriptures, aud iptroductivn of a Uousand traditions 
as articles of faith, which were founded nesiier in 
reason nor revelation, which destroyed the rights of 
man, and intreduced a system of the mosi hes rible 
cruelt, ignorance and o, pression.

Our friend “ Alias” is entitled to our thanks for his 
candor and liberatity: and should his objections to 
the former reply, or the new difficulties which appear 
to have been presented to his mind, prove, in the end, 
to remain against us, his skirts are cleared, and his 
conduct deserves our approbation: For we have no 
errors which are so dear to us, as to excite an unwil- 
lingness to abandon them, whenever they shall be ex- 
posed. Keeping our mind open to conviction, there- 
fore, we will renew our endeavors to satisfy our cor- 
respondent. 

« Alias” admits, that the doctrine of the resurrec- 
tion js the corner stone of the christian religion. So 
far weagree. The “one thing needful,” then, ap- 
pears to be this, viz. to prove from the scriptures, 
that all mankind will be raised from the dead. We 
do not doubt the truth of the feregoing proposition 
and shall undertake to remove the doubts of our 
friend. But in the outset, we have our correspon- 
dent’s difficulty to remove. He says, speaking of our 
former reply to his inquiries ‘“‘ you say that Paul in 
1 Cor. xv. 18, by the word perished, mneans the same 
that might be understood by the term annihilated.— 
True. we‘tid say so. What next? “In 2 Pet. ii. 12, 
it is written, ¢ but these as natural brute beasts, made 
to be taken aud destroyed, speak evil of things that 
ihey understand not and shall utterly perish in their 
ewn corruption.” Our friend contends that, accerd- 
ing to the definition we have given of the word “per- 
ished,” the above passage must mean, that certain 
characters shalk be ‘ utlerly annihilated.” ‘ Alias” 
has done well; and we are in a fair way either to 
be refuted, or to remove a very sericus objection to 
the doctrine of Paul. 

Now **tothe law and to tie testimony.” The 
question to be answered is, what means the word 
‘*nerished 2” We answer; it is used in five differcut 
senses i the scriptures; The following quotations we 
oiler as pruof of the position. See Jonah, i. 6. ** So 
ihe shapmaster came to him, and said unto kim, what 

mcanest thou, O sleeper? arise, call upon thy God, 
ifso be that God will think upon us, that we perish 
not.” Here itis evident that the word perish, from 
which the participle perished is formed, signifies to 
dic. The ship’s crew were apprehensive that if God 
should not deliver them by the arm of his power, they 
should find a watery grave. Again. See 2 Kings, 
ix. 8. ** For the whole house of Ahab shall perish : 
and | will cut off from Ahab him that [leaneth] a- 
gainst the wall, and him thaf is shut up and left in Is- 
racl,”&c. From this text and context it is evident, 
that the werd perish signifies to Le rooted out. Again. 
See Luke xy. 17. ‘*And when he came to himself, 
he said, how many hired servants of my father’s have 
bread enough and to spare, and I perish with hun- 
ger!” Ifere the word evidently signifies lo starve.— 
Again. See 2 Cor. ii. 15. “For we are unto God a 
sweet savour of Christ, in them that are saved, and 
in them that perish.” In the above passage this 
word is used to express the consequences of unbelief, 
i. e. condemnation, of which there are many instan- 
ces on record. As an illustration of the above, read 
John iii. 14, 15. ‘And as Moses lifted up the ser- 
pent in the wilderness, even so must the son of man 
be lifted up; that whosbever believeth in him should

tion, is expressed by the verb to perish. If any one 
should contend that this word conveys the idea of 
endless punishment, or indeed any thing more than 
condemuation in this life, let him read the 19th verse 
of the same chapter. * dnd this #s the condemnation. 
that light ie come into the world, and men loved 
darkness rather than bight because their deeds were 
evil.” Again. The passage in 1 Cor. xv. 18. is one 
in which the word is used to signify a privation of be- 
ing, that is, annihilation. Much more might be 
said on this subject, and many more exainples bro’t 
forward by way of illustration, but it is believed that 
the above will be satisfactory. 

it being evident, then, that the word perish is osed 
in at least five different senses in scripture, the objec- 
tion of our correspondent predicated on the definition 
before given, is fairly removed. For it will not do, 
tourge a word of equivocal meaning against any 
proposition lata down in seripture, which is expres: 
sed in clear and deiinite ierms. St. Paul mesi cer- 
tainly teaches’ us that add shail be raised, and clothed 
with immortality. We are so taught in the 15th of 
1 Cor. and althougi: it is evident, that the word per- 
ished is used ia the 18th verse to cunvev the idea o! 
an extinction of being, yet that fact instcad of weaik- 
ening, rather corroborates his arguments in favor ot 
auniversal resurrection: For unless he intended to 
present to the mind a perfect solecism, all in one 
chapter, the fact is proved, beyond the reach of con- 
troversy, that all shall be made alive in Christ; and 
farther, that fact is proved by the use of the word 
* perished,” which could net bave been done, were 
i¢ not used in the sense we aitach to it. 

It is now proper to consider the text in 2 Pet. ii. 
12, more particularly. * But these, as natural brute 
beasts, made to be taken and destroved, speak evi! 
of things that they understand net; and shall utter/y 
perish in their own corruption.” First let us aseer- 
tain of whom the apostle speaks. See verse 0 - 
*‘ But chiefly them that walk after the flesh in th: 
lust of uncleanness, and despise government. Pic- 
sump'uous are they, self-willed; they are not afraid 
to speak evil of dignities,” &c. This beimg under- 
stood, we inquire how do brutes perisi? Ans. They 
hunger, they suffer fear, they die. But do they hope 
for immortality? No. Neither can they enjoy the 
rich consolations of the gospel,—the intellectual 
dainties spread before all people, which will ultimate- 
ly be enjoyed by all for whorn the feast is provided,

23. “ [never knew you: depart 
fron, me ve that work iniquity :” The editor 
acknowledges ihat no man can be saved in sin, 
but will be saved from it ; but L cannot find any 
proof, that all will be saved from sin, but to the 
contrary : See Joha viii. 21. “Igo my way, and 
ye shall seek me, and shall die in your sins: 
whither I go, ye cannot come :” 24th, “ For if 
ye believe not that Tam he, ye shall die in your 
sins.” Here, then, is a declaration, that some 
shail die in their sins, and an implied meaning, 
that some may, or that man can die in sin, and 
under the fall dominion of it. It is impossible 
that man can be delivered from sin, and: yet 
still be under the fall power and dominion of it. 
Join viii. 34, “ Whosoever committeth sin, is 
the servant of sia.” We find t John v. that 
there is a sin unto death, and there is a sin not 
unto death. It is evident also that many of the 
Jews did not believe in Christ ; and there are 
men in this our day which deny him: and the 
scripture saith, if we deny him he will also de- 
ny us : again it is said, “ whosoever shall deny 
me before men, him will T also deny before my 
Father which is in heaven.” Certain it is, 
then, that some die in sin, if so, then are they 
net saved from sin, but die denying the Lord 
whe bought thera ! 

Ghe editor seems to think that eternal life 
does not mean exclusive happiness, and endless 
blessedness. You say for neither ourselves nor 
auy other man knows, or can know any thing 
abou the matter ifit is only to be realized in 
anoilier state of being.” 

Thai it say be realized, in a measure, in 
this present state of betag, and hereafter in an- 
other world, or in another state of being com- 
pletely ond fully realized, is evident frem the 
following: John iv. 43, For we have heard 
him ourselves, and know that this is indeed 
the Christ, x. 14, 1 know my sheep and am 
known of mine. Eph. iii. 15, 16, 17, 18, 19, 
Of whom the whole family in heaven and in 
earth is named. That he would grant you, ac- 
cording to the riches of his glory, to be strength- 
ened with might by his spirit in the inner man ; 
that Christ may dwell in your hearts by faith ; 
that ve, being rooted and grounded in love, may 
be able to comprehend with all saints what is 
the breadth and length, depth and height ; and 
to know the love of Christ. which passeth 
knewledge, that ye might be filled with all the 
fulness of God.”
